How different 


has been the course of the Exprt ti in 
a similar case.

BEAUDRY was the "power behind the 
throne"

Herald 
man- 


agement. 
We corrected 
the mistake 


and stated 
that 
Mr. BEAUDRY 
had 


no more to do with the editorial con- 
trol ofthe Herald than any other one 
of its friends and patrons. 
'VhoExpress, 


however, refuses 
to be corrected, 
and 


continues to fill its columns with at- 
tacks devoid of truth, wit or wisdom, 
on Mr. BEAUDRY ami "his paper" 
or 


" his organ." 
Now we have a settled 


conviction that it is better always to 
fight the devil with lire. 
We shall 


accept as true the report that Mr. Tif- 
fany, Sen., is not only the "financial 
backbone" 
but the controling power 


in the Express, 
and that it fights the 


Herald 
and attacks 
Mr. Beaudry 


through a notion that by so doing it 
will manufacture 
a few voles for Mr. 


Tiffany. If the 
Express 
is deter- 


mined to make this campaign by fal- 
sifying, vilifyingand 
maligning the 


candidates it opposes, it cannot expect 
that its own candidates 
will be per- 


mitted to pass unscathed. 
There is no 


necessity for such a fight, but if our
